In the ^flrsl year of his service in 
the house, sidled up to him. As Mann 
^ose, Herger arose. Mann aald, "Mr. 
Speaker, 1 yield ftfteen minutes to the 
gentleman from Wlsconstn,’* and 
than, with a happy smile on 
his face, proceeded to deliver hla short 
■paech on old age pensions that has 
since been circulated so wldeb* by the 
party. 

Mann had arisen for quits another 
purpose than to ask Berger to speak. 
In fact, he was opposed to the Idea of 
a speech by the "lone Boctellst" at 
that time. He had something else to 
do. something that he thought was 
w rtxon Important than a doaen 8o- 
cLalm apeechea Bsrgsr had not said a 
word to him, And yet. Just by walk- 
JJP him, he had give** Berger 
the floor, and the speech was detlv> i 
Just what had happened.

Thus, when Berger waau to speak 
bn any subject, he must first huve ar¬ 
ranged with the senior minority mem¬ 
ber of ttae.commUtss in charge of the 
subject to be granted the time that 
he wants That la why he ha^ made 
the comparatively small number of 
speeches that he has. 

In (he case that we.are considering, 
however, Herger bad a harder time. 
It Is probably uot very well known, 
but It Is a fact that a large number of 
bills go through oongresa without a 
rota. Suppose the measure Is to pay 
the elevator man in the rapltol hie 
weekly pay. No one has any objec¬ 
tion—not even a Deleonlte, If he man¬ 
aged to slip Into the house, could ever 
object to such s measure, even If It 
were Introduced by a tool of the capi¬ 
talist class. And thsrs Is a very large 
olaas of such measursa that have to be 
passed by congress for sopie reason 
or other, instead of working automat¬ 
ically. So the speaker sayt. * *s there 
objection? (T*ause.) 'VTithout objec¬ 
tion. (he bill or motion) Is passed." 

This Is called putting things 
through by unanimous consent. If 
one member objects, there must be a 
roll call. But tn f* oases out of 100 
there Is no objection. 

How Hn DM I(. 

On that hot day In August. 10] l, 
Berger wanted to make a speech in 
behalf of the old age pension bill that 
he had just Introduvs^ and that was 
causing so much talk. As has been 
explained al>ove, he had to go to the 
leader of the mtnortty In charge. But 
there w'as no cormalttee report on 
hand, so he had to go to the leader 
of the minority on the floor of the > 
house and ask his permission to speak.' 
That leader is James R. Mann of lUl-! 
DOla. Berger aoJd, "Jim, I want IS 
minutes for my old age pension." 
Mann said. "I am sorr>', Victor, but I 
can’t give it to you." "But 1 must 
have <t." "But I will not give it to 
you." 

The house assembled. There were 
not so many members present, as It 


I objection would necessitate a roll call. 

I Berger slril^ up to Mann. Mann eaw 
the point Berger was going to ob¬ 
ject to each and evs^ single one of 
I the bl'U as t^hey came'up. This w*ould 
mean a ro11*^call on each one. There 
wert then 391 members of the hpuae 
(With the members from Arlaona and 
New Mexico, since admitted, there are 
four more). To read (he. names sf 
each one of the nearly 400 members 
u'ould take 13 minutes. . Then, each 
one. Including Berger, would vote 
"Aye." but that would not be all. Th*< 
rules provide that the names of all 
those not voting on (he first roll call 
shall be called again. Bines there 
was a slim attendancS, that would 
mean that more than half would have 
to be read for the second time. That 
would mean that at least 10 minutes 
would be consumed with each bill. 
There was a very large number of the 
bills. Mann saw that In Berger’s eye. 
So. Instead of making the motion to 
pass the first bill In his Hat. he "yield¬ 
ed 1ft ntlnutes to the gentleman from 
Wisconsin." 

Then Berger made the speech that 
has reached hundreds of thousands 
who w'ould never have beard of the 
bill otherwise, who were reached by 
the Socialist message by the use of 
that parliamentary trick. After 
which the pile of btlle went through 
without any objections. 

At ths end of every session there Is 
a debauch of speechmaking. A mem¬ 
ber Is allowed, say. 1ft minutes. He 
speaks 16 minutes, and then "aaks 
unantmoua consent <o have hla re- 
marka extended in (he Record." No 
one ever objects, aa the next day he 
will want the same courtesy. He may 
speak for 1ft minutes, but the printed 
record will show s speech of a coupio 
of hours. One day a youcT and cal¬ 
low member from Texas n«med Mar¬ 
tin Dias, who had just distinguished 
himself by marry'lng hla stenographer, 
and living with her under an assumed 
name, so that his parents should not i 
find out his shame ihe la only 41 years I

He got ft. /»t Ihe end of that time he 
.asked unanimous consent to extend 
his remarks in the Record. When 1 
read the ^pr.^'h the next day. I found 
I this "Mr. Dies" remarks 111 sppenr 
I hereafter." He worked the speech 
ov-r. and after a few days It appeared. 
That which had been spoken after the 
additional Ift minutes was actually 
longer than that which he had given 
during ths first hour. He had just 
availed himself of ths opportunity to 
"sxtend" hla remarks, so that when 
they appeared they bore no resem¬ 
blance to the speech as actually deliv¬ 
ered. If there w^re time her*', there 
could he told a story of the altering 
of (he Record In ises that would lead 
to a veritable romance of history. W'hy 
did not any member object, and thus 
kill the whole thing? Bimply t^eCause 
there Is not a member who ts not do¬ 
ing the same thing, and If Berger w'ere 
to object to Dies, then, (he negt day. 
•Dlrs could object to Berger—and to 
Dies the question of two Dread- 
naughts is of more vital Importance 
than an old age pension, and hla 
speeches ars of more importance to 
him than Berger's are to us. 

He Had lltein Slollrd. 

*rhat Is how remarks are extended, 
and how speeches are made. Bo when 
a week or two ago. Berger asked 
unanimous consent to addross the 
house for an hour on the principles of 
the Socialist party, there was not « 
member who dared to object. Ha 
hod to ask through Mann, hut Mann 
might want to speak himself, aitd Ber¬ 
ger could object Bo Mann reluctant¬ 
ly consented, and tho house also con¬ 
sented. For there'Is this difference 
between ths pension speech and ^he 
long speech: The first was a so-called 
"minor"' speech, which are being de¬ 
livered all the time, while the second 
was a big affair, which meant a great 
deal loathe whole house. They might 
have killed the first, and If ISsrger 
had retaliated ht- would ha\*e been the 
best hated man In the house, bat the 
tatter la coneldered differently. Bo the 
speech waa delivered, and* a million 
copies will be sent over the land. Not 
that they love Berger or our party: 
not that they do not yet think him a 
dangerous man. But the rules of the 
house allow It, and if they try to stop 
him he can stop them. 8o they had 
to turn the hous# Into a Socialist mass 
meeting the day he spoke.—Felgen- 
baum.

"Equal SufTmge/* and msny 
more hoary headed gents of the same 
family. To the superdclal observer 
the Illusion is complete. The Bull 
Jdooss Is an animal of the Boclaltst 
species, and Is either to be condemned 
by us as a thievish rival or to be wel¬ 
comed SB a comrade or at least as a 
atep-comrwdVt 

But a carelul comparison of the 
Progressive declaration of principles 
with the platform of the Pocisllst 
party wilt soon Mlspel the Illusion. 
'^srs Is vary little In'common be- 
tw*en the two documents, and still 
less In the socHsi philosophy and epn- 
ceptlons underlying them. 

"A platform of a political party la a 
declaration of its social and political 
.faith, a statement of the main objects 
of the party and a proposal of con- 
ersts measure by which such objects 
are to be achieved.

and wa^ith supply to be owned by pri¬ 
vate Individuals and our Industries to 
be conducted for private vain Instead 
of for social use; that this system ts 
supported for the benefit of the owner 
clai^ that our government, laws and 
Institutions are primarily sgeucles for 
the maintenance of that a>’strm. and 
that the old parties are the political 
tools by which this t>*stem la contin¬ 
ued from election to election. The 
Boclalist platform therefore demands 
that the private ownership In the in¬ 
struments of wealth production be 
abolished and be supplanted by a so¬ 
cial and political system under which 
the Industries will be owned collec¬ 
tively by the'people and conducted for 
the common good, so that every work¬ 
er will receive the full social value of 
the wealth he creates.- TAe Socialists 
reoognlse that such a change will en¬ 
ure directly to the benefit of th*i work¬ 
ers, and that the workers alone have 
the power to bring it about. The So- 
clalliu party therefore frankly pro¬ 
claims Itself a working man's party, 
and Its appeal is addressed primarily 
to the workers.

The stanchest, though far From the sincerest supporter of the state 
income tax, is moved to the conclusion that the adminittration of the 
tax has been unfortunate in tta political effect. 

The income tax is of Socialist origin, but like many other Social¬ 
ist measures in the hands of'our “Progressives," it has autfered moch 
in its political adoption. 

1^0 one who is a student of income taxation and who is Bt all'’ 
familiar with the rase with which the^aws of a state may be evaded 
through change of residence or incorporation could place much reli* 
ance upon a state income tax, either as a means of rsisiog revenue or 
a measure for equtlixing the burden of taxation.. ■ . 

The income tax has been tried by many states. Invariably it has 
proven a failure and been abandoned. A federal income tax, apelying 
to all tbe states, would place its burden equally and give no oppor¬ 
tunity for evasion save by expatriation. However much the American 
capitalist may object to paying taxes, he yet finds in the Americat^flag 
a protection and an asset that he is reluctant to abandon. 

The Socialist in favoring a federal income tax as the only income 
tax that 'can be equitably enforced and effectively administered, is 
moved by different reasons from those that have incited the Re¬ 
actionary opposition to the Wisconsin income tax. When the “boai- 
nesa interests" are faced with a state income tax they favor a federal 
income tax in place of a state tax, but arhen a federal tax is propotad 
they are quite as certain that the taxing of incomes should be re¬ 
tained by the states as s source of much-needed revenue! Tbe So-, 
cialist, to the contrary, is for a federal income tax and he wants it io^ 
mediataly. It ii a demand that he does not abate when there Is prom- 
iae of its fulfillment. 

No income tax should be levied upon the wages of clerks and 
bookkeepers ind mechanics and ether workers who. even tbongb they 
are better paid than the bulk of their fellow worker!, have a oontion. 
oua struggle to make both ends meet. Exemptions should be such 
that the tax would not prove a burden to those jrho pay it or tend to 
deprive them of clothing or food or educational opportunities for th^ 
children. 

The Socialists have never accepted tbe Wisconsin law at ideal or 
even satisfactory—contenting themselves with socepting the priadple, 
which Socialists were first to urge, without approving the de*ails of Its 
adminittration. So far aa it can be made effective within the state, 
the income tax, with reasonable exemptions, is a form of taxation tha 
justice of which can not be disputed. The income tax is easendalir p 
tax upon the.profits of capital. It is paid, like every other tax, piimat* 
ily by the men who labor and create wealth. If those who produce tha 
nation’s wealth were permitted to retain the fmita of tfaeir toil, tha 
tax would be a burden upon then. But they are not permitted to fcaep 
what they earn. After producing enough wealth to auttaln themsshrea, 
they must work additional time to provide for thiir omployon and 
the great army of non-producers. It U from this surplus valaa that 
tbe income tax is largely drawn. 

We can not escape tbe fact, however, that the income tax abould 
be employed by the federal instead of the state govemnMta, though 
state taxation of incomet may be tolerated aa a tamporairy axpodiant 
in the absence of a national tax and pending ita adoption. A attto In¬ 
come tax u.ay be likened in ita operatlent to tho ofform that hm 
been made to "smaah" the treats by state legiaiatlon and dost widi a 
problem by act of the legisUture that is narional in its seope^Tha 
Milwaukee Leader.
